DOMESTIC. 
Cabinet GosBlp. 
New Yokk, December 16th—The Graphic's 
Washington correspondent says : The name 
of ex-Senator Howe is again canvassed for a 
place in the Cabinet, and his friends say that 
the President has announced his intention to 
give him a place, although he does not say 
which. His supporters claim that he will be 
made Postmaster-General. (Jhauncey Tilley's 
friends are nothing daunted, however, de­ 
spite the positiveness of Howe’s backers. 
It is thought that California will not get a 
place at all, unless she accepts General Edwin 
1’eo.ie. It was understood she was offered 
Beale, but repudiated him, and pressed Sar­ 
gent. Beale, it is claimed, will be appointed 
Secretary of the Navy without much doubt, 
and there was a disposition to allot him to Cal­ 
ifornia because his business in terests are chiefly 
there, and he spends about half bis time on 
his ranch, where he has thousands of cattle. 
California statesmen, however, claimed, it is 
said, that he lived in the District of Col­ 
umbia, and they declined to accept him. He 
will therefore probably be credited to that 
District, and will take the Navy portfolio when 
Judge Hunt is put back in the Court of 
Claims. 
Colorado is still divided between Chaffee 
and lioutt, Senator Teller being for the 
former and Senator Hill pressing the latter 
on the ground that he is backed by a majority 
of the people of the State for the position. It 
is most likely that no more Cabinet names 
will be ssut in until after the holidays, as so 
much business is pressing in the way of set­ 
tling the Postofiice contests the President ha? 
little time to give other matters any consid­ 
eration. 
Facllie Coast Representation upon (hi 
Semite Coiuuiitrees. 
W ashington, December 10-h.—By mea' s 
of a number of individual changes, quietly 
effected yesterday and to-day, the member­ 
ship of the Senate committees has been 
finally established for the present session, ar.d 
the Pacific coast Senators are provided with 
commitee positions as follows, the Republi­ 
cans obtaining, of cour»e, the greater nnm- 
ber, because the organization of the Senate 
was controlled by their party: Miller is 
made Chairman of the Committee on Re­ 
vision of Laws and a member of the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations, Naval Affairs, 
Mines and Mining, and Epidemic Disease», 
Farley is assigned to the three important 
committees of Commerce. Naval Affaire, and 
Postoffices and Post Roads. 
Jones of Nevada holds posirions on the 
Finance, Commerce, Mines and Mining, Civil 
Service and Contingent Expenses Commit­ 
tees. He is Chairman of the last-named 
committee, and second on the Commerce. 
Fair is a member of the Committee on 
Mines and Mining Claims, and Education and 
Labor. 
The Mining Committee, for’the first time 
in many years, is now controlled by Senators 
of practical experience, its total membership 
being Hill, Jones, Miller, Van Wyck, Fair, 
Hampton and Camden. 
In view of the fact that the Chinese immi­ 
gration bills and Nicaragua canal bills have 
been placed in charge of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, its present membership is 
of material interest to the Pa.ific coast, and 
is therefore subj ined in full: Windom of 
Minnesota (Chairman).

Held to Answer—Krnnd Army of the Re­ 
public. 
San F rancisco, December 16tb.— Two 
Chinamen, named Chong Ah Kib and Wong 
Ah Chee, were to-day held by Judge Rix to 
answer before the Superior Court on a charge 
of attempt to commit the crime of kidnaping, 
with bail set at 82,000 each. 
The annual encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic will be held at San Jose next 
month. The commander of the Department 
then elected will be er. r.fficio President of the 
Veterans’ Home Association. 
Fv-County Clerk Stuart His Statement 
to a Reporter. 
San F rancisco, December 16th.—Ex- 
County Clerk William A. Smart, who rt- 
turned to the city a few days ago, was inter­ 
viewed this evening by a Call reporter. 
Among other things Stuert said he came back 
to the city on his own volition, and against 
tie advice of his friends. He did nut seek t) 
cover up his return. On reaching here he sent 
for his legal adviser, who impressed him with 
the necessity of keeping quiet for a few days, 
until he had arranged matters. 
To a question of his outstanding indebted­ 
ness, Stuart said : “ You must excuse me if 
I profeBs not to be able to te'l yon just the 
amount. It was stated that I am involved 
to the exlent of SCO 000, but it is untrue;

“ How do you propose making good this 
deficit?” 
“ It will all eventually be made good.

“ It was stated that those of your personal 
political friends to whom yon owed your nom­ 
ination were instrumental in driving you into 
trouble by foisting upon you appointees—is 
that so?” 
“ No, sir, it is not,” was the response. 
Those of my political friends who had al­ 
ways been identified with me, always sought 
to impress upon me the necessity for retrench­ 
ment, and if I had not been so tied up with 
other factions I should have taken their ad­ 
vice.”

The Franchise Question.

streets. An invitation had been ex'ended to 
all such parties to be present and express 
thi-ir views.

chise. The question was discussed at much 
length by a number of gentlemen. After a 
general expression of views, Supervisor Russ 
said he had a plan f >r a final settlement of the 
question, which he would press at the next 
meeting of the Board by motion, as follows :

Fire near Rlcevillr—Strange Conduct of 
Turkeys. 
R ic e v ille (Tehama county), December 
16th.—Last night an old barn near this place, 
belonging to George Hoag, was burned. J. 
Mullen had 130 tons of hay stored in the 
barn, which was burned. A. Heidrick lost a 
cow by the fire. The hay was insured for 
$1 500. Heretofore a large flock of turkeys 
belonging to A. Heidrick have uniformly 
roosted in this barn; most of them have 
never known any other perch. They have 
always roosted in the old barn. But on tl e 
evening before the fire the turkeys for the 
first time deserted the barn, and at roosting 
time voluntarily chose a perch near the 
house. That night the barn was burned. 
There was nothing to explain this change of 
base on the part of the turkeys, unless it i* 
admitted that the ghosts from the recent 
Thanksgiving sacrifices came back to warn 
their late fellows of the approaching danger. 
Their escape by this unaccountable freak is 
called special providence when relating to 
human affairs. At all events tbe turkeys 
changed from their accustomed perch with­ 
out any apparent cause.

The Electric Light nt San .lose. 
San Joss, December 16th.—The electric 
light was tested to night between 6:30 and 
10 o’clock, with the street gaslights turned 
out.

The capacity 
is 24,000 candle-power, instead of 32,000, as 
inadvertently stated before, and illuminates 
a space radios of three or fonr blocks.

House. 
W ashington, 
December 16th. — The 
Speaker announced the following special 
committee on tbe expen.es attending the ill­ 
ness and burial of Pre.ident Garfield: Tay­ 
lor, Pouiid, Cox (N. Y ), Joyce, Lefevre, 
Bedford, Blackburn, Page, Springer, U'Ntill, 
Spelling. 
Robinson (N. Y.) rose to a question of 
privilege. He stated that he had a resolution 
he deBÍred to offer. During the recess of 
Congress an officer of this Government con­ 
nected with tbe State Department hail 
usurped the privileges of the House. 
The Speaker—The gentleman has already 
disclosed his de-ire to proceed to business.

It is an usurpation by a Department of this 
Government. It involves the imprisonment 
of our citizens abroad.

[Loud cries of “ or­ 
der ”1 1 will not press it now, but you will 
hear from me again. 
Chalmers introduced this afternoon a civil 
service bill, which divides the Government 
offices into four classes, each having a term of 
four year?, the terms expiring in snccofsive 
years. It divides patronage among the State# 
and Territories pro rata wi:h the population. 
Appointments shall be made after the recom­ 
mendation of the Governor, Superintendent 
of Education and Congressmen aud Senators, 
after a competitive examination. 
Under call of States, hills were introduced 
by Willits as follows : To regulate suffrage 
in the Territories and to fix certain qualifica­ 
tions for office : also, to provide for oaths for 
jurors in trials for bigamy in the Territories ; 
also, relative to bigamy and the proof thereof ; 
also, to provide for tbe registration of voters 
in Utah Territory; also, to recognize the 
legislative powers of Utah; also, granting a 
pension to the father of the late General 
Cu?ter.

SAN FRANCISCO ITIM3. 


[San Francisco Exchanges of December 16tb.| 
A dense fog prevailed in the city and bay 
this morning, making the movements of 
the Oakland ferry-boats very uncertain and 
slow. 
No wheat vessels were cleared yester­ 
day—the first omission in several weeks. 
A scarcity of seamen is assigned as the 
cause. 
The whaling ships Belvedere and Sappho 
left this port yesterday for a ten month»’ 
cruise. The Belvedere is supplied with 
steam auxiliary. 
The fifteenth annual pcssion of the State 
Teachers’ Association of California w'tll be 
held at the Young Men’s Christian Associ­ 
ation Hall on the 27th, 2$tb and 29th insts. 
The ship Vigilant, which arrived at this 
port yesterday from Liverpool, reports 
that on October 15th, during a violent gale 
off Cape Horn, William Smith, a seaman, 
fell from aloft overboard and was drowned. 
A pure white coyote was captured by W. 
J. Connolly, on the 9th instant, at Corral 
de Tierra sheep ranch, about twenty miles 
from Monterey, where it had been prowl­ 
ing around and subsisting on Mr. Connol­ 
ly’s flock of sheep for the last three years. 
The animal has been brought to this city. 
The Executive Committee of the State 
Teachers’ Association have issued a circu­ 
lar to teachers announcing that the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company have agreed 
to reduce the fares of those teachers who 
are desirous of attending the fifteenth an­ 
nual meeting of the Association, which will 
be held in this city on the ‘27th, 28th and 
29th of this month. Full fare will be 
charged to this city, but the return ticket 
will be reduced to one-fifth of the regular 
price. 
At the meeting of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, Thurs­ 
day, the report of the Secretary was read, 
and shows that since the last meeting 
sixty-two cases of cruelty were investi­ 
gated. Six arrests were made, thirteen 
convictions were had, two cases were dis­ 
missed, and one case is still pending. Fifty 
horses were relieved from work at the sug- 
gestión of officers of the Society, and two 
disabled horses were killed. The receipts 
for the month footed up $143 50, and tha 
disbursements, $111 75. 
North of the Grand Colorado and the 
Colorado Chiquito, in Arizona, the surface 
rock is pare sandstone. The main ranges 
through the central portion of the Terri­ 
tory are composed of granite, porphyry and 
slates.

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Tlie Silo and Ensilage—Synopsis of Sev­ 
eral Farmers* Experiences 
In 1880. 


We have received a very neatly-printed 
and bound little book of 120 pages, on “ En­ 
silage and the Preservation of Green Forage 
Crops in Silos,” from H. K. Stevens, proprie­ 
tor of the Echo Dale Farm, Dover, Massa­ 
chusetts. This book contains a plain state 
ment of the practical experience of Mr. Ste­ 
vens, and over thirty other farmers in the 
United States, in preserving green fodder in 
the &ilo and feeding the same to different 
kinds of stock. The purpose of this article 
is to give to our readers such a synopsis of 
these statements as will convey a correct 
idea of the information contained in them on 
this subject. 
The silo is a pit or well, vat 
or cistern, the sides and bottom being) 
water tight, with an epen top. Asilo may 
be made of timber, and boarded or planked 
on 
the 
bottom and sides 
with 
strong 
boards or plank. The more common ma­ 
terials of which they are made are stone and 
mortar or brick and moitar, being coated on 
the inside with a good coat of water cement, 
Concrete is also a good material to make these 
ailos of. Toe silo may be made below or 
above the surface of the ground, according to 
circumstances. If on land liable to overflow, 
it should be made above the surface. The 
aides should be made smooth, so that there 
will be no obstruction in pressing or compact­ 
ing the material to be put into it. Any 
green crop, as corn, oats, barley, clover, 
mi:iet, rye, or any other green forage plant, 
may be preserved in the silo by cutting fine 
while in a green state and pressing into the 
silo compactly and then covering air-tight. 
The material, of whatever kind, when so cut, 
packed and preserved, is called ensilage. The 
act of cutting and packing whatever ma­ 
terial is spoken of is ensilaging it. Thus we 
ensilage corn or rye or millet when we place 
it in the silo for preservation. 
The word 
silo is from 
the 
French, the 
French 
having been among the 
first to bring 
into 
use 
this 
system 
of 
preserving 
green food in large quantities for stock. 
The process is in fact similar in its effects to 
caun.ng fruit, to preserve it for human food; 
the difference being that in putting' coarse 
and lou.-e food, as cornstalks or green-cut hay 
or grass, into the silo to be preserved, by ex­ 
cluding the air, it becomes necessary to press 
it into a much smaller compass than it occu­ 
pies naturally. If ensilage is to be fe 1 to 
-cows, the silo should be located in or near the 
cow barn or stables—just as we would have 
the hay-mow in the barn when we feed the 
cows hay, or the brau biu íb the barn when 
we intend to feed bran. 
If it is intended to 
feed ensilage altogether, the 
large cow 
barn containing hay mows, may be dispensed 
wisa, and only a shed or stable for the cows 
aud silos at convenient places for feeding. 
Tnose who already have large hay barns, in 
one side or around which are the cow stables, 
may make the silos in the barn, using a part 
of the space of the hay-mow for the silo, and 
utilizing the balance of the mow for hay, as 
bet .re. 
Ensilage, when thoroughly settled 
or pre sed, weighs .40 pounds to the cubic 
foot. Tne quantity of ensilaged food cows 
will eat per day each is 60 bounds. 
The silo 
may be built to hold just the food required to 
feed a given number of stock for a given 
time, knowing how many pounds j>er day 
the stock will consume. Thus a silo 25 
feet long, 11 
feet 
wide, 
and 15 feet 
de ?p, wilt contain 4,125 cubic feet, and at 
forty poundi to the cubic foot will contain 
165,000 pounds. Tnis will keep fifteen cows 
abrut six months, or thirty cows about three 
months, or sixty cows a mouth and a half. 
Tnus it will be very easy to calculate the 
number of p uuds that auy given tizad silo 
wid contain, and the number of cows it will 
keep for auy given length of time. In build­ 
ing a silo a place should be left in the tide 
m st handy to the stock to be fed, for a door 
to taka the ensilage from when feeding, aDd 
the raw material to be pressed may be put iu 
a t the top before the cover is put on. The 
pressure necessary to press the material com­ 
pactly when in the tilo may be. ii handy, 
heavy rock or any other heavy material, or a 
screw working through a beam overhead, or 
auy other contrivance by which a sufficient 
pressure cau be secured. 
When the greeu 
material is all in the silo that it is intended to 
press at one time, a very good covering to 
prevent the escape tif gas or the ingress of air 
is dry, loose straw, and the top plank or 
boards on this. It makes no difference wbat 
tue covering, ss long as it makes the pit air­ 
tight. Several successive pressings may be 
put into the silo at the same time, being care­ 
ta! not to expose the first put in to the air 
while the next pressing nr layer is put in. 
Thus a crop of green alfalfa may be pressed, 
and then when the second crop is ready it 
may be put in on top the first crop and 
pressed, and so on. So an early crop of corn 
fodder may be pressed, and then a later and 
still later crop. When once properly pre­ 
served the preserved material will keep, like 
canned fruit, so long a3 it is not in any way 
exposed to the air or some other injurious 
element. 


EXPERIENCE OF INDIVIDUALS. 
Having defined a silo and the food pre­ 
served in one, and shown how they may be 
built, and stated the quantity of food animals 
will consume of the preserved food, we will 
now give a synopsis of the experience of sev­ 
eral farmers iu feeding ensilare to their 
stock, as stated by th mashes. Dr. S'eveus, 
the author of the book we are collatiug our 
information from, gives his experience first. 
H a planted his corn in row3 four feet apart, 
kernels three and four inches apart, and on 
dry soil (in Massachusetts); produced 25 
tons to the acre, but on more moi-t soil 50 
tons to the acre, of green fodder. 
He recom­ 
mends Blunt’s prolific corn for planting for 
this purpose. Built his silo in the basement 
of a baru 16 feet long, 12 feat hLh and 12 feet 
deep. It was made of brick laid in cement, 
with a door 6 fett high and 3 feet wide next 
to ths cow stable. 
He cat his corn stalks 
with a Baldwin cutter, driven by a one- 
horse endless chain power. 
With this ma­ 
chine and power he cut 25 tons of stalks per 
day ; placed the cutter so that the cut ma 
terial fell direct from the machine into the 
silo ; kept one man to spread and tramp it 
down, one man to cut up the fodder iu the 
field, one to draw it to the cutting machine, 
and one to feed it; cut the stalks in pieces 
half an inch long; was four days filling the 
silo, and found every morning the top of the 
cut corn beginning to heat; threw on water 
evenly distributed to cool it aud check ferment­ 
ation. 
When the silo was full he covered the 
top with oat straw six or eight inches deep. 
Tuen laid plank across the top of the silo, the 
ends coming within an inch of the inside 
walls and piled large stones on the plank to 
Wright them down and press the cut stalks. 
The silo was opened by taking off one of tbe 
planks and some of the straw. Found the 
straw next the ins lags andan inch deep of 
the cut stalks slightly vinous or soured. Be­ 
low that the ensilage was sweet and had the 
natural taste of the corn fodder. It had 
undergone a slight chemical change which 
gave it the appearance of hazing been 
cooked or steamed. 
This change is benefi­ 
cial in helping digestion, and seems to make 
the stock like it. His cattle ate it very well 
from the beginning, and after a few days 
greedily. Thev did much better than when 
fed on hav. 
They looked better, sleeker and 
became fatter than on any other feed they 
bad ever bad. If a large amount of material 
is to be ensilaged, an engine of three and four 
horse-power and a larger cutter would he pre­ 
ferable to a horse-power. 
The fodder, or 
grass, or green oats, rye. or whatever is to 
be used, must not be allowed to dry or wilt 
after cutting down in the field and before 
putting in the silo. 


EXPERIENCE OF G. L. CLEMKNCI, SOCTHBRIDGE, 
MASS. 
Plants o rn with an Albany corn-planter 
in drills three feet apart. Cultivates as often 
as needed to keep the soil loose and weeds 
down. Uses Kentucky white corn, as it con­ 
tains less sugar than Northern kinds, and 
makes less aeid when ensilaged. Can raise 
corn-fodder for ensilage at a cost of 60 cents 
p ;r ton in Maesachu etts; average s about fifty 
tons per acre of fodder. 
Cuts the fodder 
three-eighths of an inch in length, with tbe 
“ Silver A Demming ” cutting machine. 
It 
costs about 50 cents per ton to cut and put 
the fodder in the silo, making $1 10 the cost 
of corn-fodder ensilage in the silo. 
His silo 
was built in the basement of the stable, with 
a timber frame with two thicknesses of inch 
tongued and grooved boards, the one laid hori- 
xontal and the other perpendicular, so as to 


cross each other, with thick paper between. 
Ensilaged corn-fodder and grass cut green, in 
the same eilo and at the same time, the corn- 
fodder on the b Atom and grass on-top. Came 
out in good order and was eaten greedily by 
his cows. 
Had been feeding his cows two 
foddering» of dry hay, one of green grass or 
rowen, and one of dry corn-fodder, with one 
quart of cornmeal and three quarts shorts per 
day to the cow. On opening his silo, December 
4;h he omitted the dry hay fodderings aud the 
dry cornstalks, and fed two fodderiogs of the 
rowen or green grass ensilage, continuing the 
cornmeal aud shorts as before. 
In three 
days his cows increased one-eighth in milk. 
One cow’s milk was weighed separately, and 
for the week before opening the silo fed as 
above. She gave an average of 1 9 i pounds 
of milk per day, and for the week after open­ 
ing and feeding from the rowen ensilage, as 
above, she gave an average of 2U pounds a 
day. When he fed the same corn ensilage 
and the same cornmeal ard shorts as before, 
she gave 25 pounds of milk per day, showing 
a gain of 5ii pounds a day from dry hay and 
cornstalks to corn-fodder ensilage. 
The milk 
looks and tastes like milk made in sum­ 
mer. The butter is higher colored and haB an 
excellent flavor. A cow will eat about sevrn 
tons of ensilage and 400 pounds of shorts iu 
six months. I t would he better t > give them 
some dry hay for a change, say 5,000 pounds 
ensilage, 1,400 pounds hay and 500 pounds 
cornmeal. 
His cattle fed on ensilage look 
better, have brighter hair and appear more 
contented than when fed on hay. Ensilage 
cau be fed from the silo with the same labor 
as hay from the mow. The ailo will enable 
us (in Massachusetts) to make milk and but­ 
ter in winter as well as in summer; will en 
able ns to winter stock at half the expense 
that it costs on dry hay, and a much larger 
quantity of stock cau be kept on the same 
amount of land. His experience the first 
season with ensilage has b een so satisfactory 
that he will build and fill three more silos, 
filling two with corn-fodder and one with 
clover the second season. 


1XPERIENCE OF B. AUSTIN AVERT, SYRACUSE, 
NEW YORK. 
He uses the mammoth sweet corn and 
plants with a drill three feet apart. His yield 
was twentv-two tons per acre. Cost of plant­ 
ing and cultivation. §7 per acre. Cut the 
corn with a reapiug machine. Cut one-half 
i- cb long—the finer the better. 
Used two 
Daniels’ cutting machine?, so placed that the 
fodder as cut fell into the silo. 
Machines run 
by a small stationary engine. Silo -eventy feet 
long, twelve feet wide and twelve feet, deep ; 
contains 10,080 cubic feet and holds 240 tons 
ensilage. Fed one hundred cattle on ensilage. 
Commenced feeding forty pounds a day and 
increased to sixty pounds a day, all of them 
eating it up clean. Had taken the ensilage 
out aud let it stand ten hours befora feeding, 
and bad fed as taken out. Cattle eat equally 
well and did equally well. Has fed iu the 
morning with cornstalks cut and steamed, 
after 
having 
dried 
iu 
the 
ordinary 
way, in the moriiiDg; _ sixty pounds of 
ensilage at ncoD, and in evening small 
quantity of hay. 
In three days his cows in­ 
creased in milk a quart each »n an average 
per day. 
It costs half less to feed them than 
when fed en hay or dry cornstalks. Turkeys 
and chickens ea; corn ensilage greedily, and 
do better on it than on anv other food given 
them. 
He had never srli any h»y before 
tit is year from his place, but liad fed all to 
his stock 
This year he has s -Id 100 tons of 
hay at 815 per ton, and it had formerly cost 
him S125 a month for meal and shorts for six 
month? every year. 
Since feeding ensilage 
he had fed neither, and his cows had done 
better, besides saving to him §2,250 iu feed­ 
ing his 100 head of stock six months, and half 
of the labor in feeding. 
Instead of this one 
silo in the county, as now, there will be fifty 
the next year, and within five years more 
than a thousand. 


EXPERIENCE OF CLARK W. MILLS, POHPTON, 
NEW JERSEY. 
In the winter of 1S80 wintered 120 head of 
cattle and 12 head of horses on the product of 
13 acres of land, planted in corn and ensi­ 
laged. The amount in enrilage was about 
600 tons, and cost, including seed, tillage, 
gathering, cutting and packing, ready for 
feeding, less than S500 
An amount of hay 
necessary to winter the same number of stock 
in the same condition, would have cost 
§7.500. Mr. Mills u-es a large variety of 
Southern corn, planted in drills and cut after 
the tassel appears and the ears begin to set. 
The cows give a larger quantity of milk, of 
the best quality. We would here state that, 
in addition to ths above, Mr. Stevens gives 
the statements of a large number of other 
farmers, all of whom are equally favorable 
to the new mode of feeding stock. 
Even in the cold cim ate of Massachusetts 
th i new system renders it practicable to ob­ 
tain two crops from the same land in the 
same ses»on. They sow winter rye in the 
fall, and harve-t it in June for the silo, and 
then plant the same land to corn to be har­ 
vested in August. Thus a man on the same 
farm can keep double the amount of stock 
and with less cost, thus making a double 
profit. Clover can be ensilaged as perfectly 
and easily as corn, and four crops of alfalfa 
put into the -ilo at half the expense of mak- 
iug and storing hay wnull make quite an 
additional profit on feeding this kind ol forage.

The story referred to by J. S. B. is as fol­ 
lows : 


RACHEL PLYMIRE’s MURDER. 
There is an inexplicable story—which, I 
believe, has never been published—among 
the traditions of the fat, fertile hill-country 
of western Pennsylvania, the most unlikely 
quarter in the world, rii eerve as a breeding 
place of mystery. 
It was settled almost 
wholly by well-to-do farmers from the north 
of Ireland, economical, hard-working folk-— 
God-fearing, too, after the exact manner de­ 
scribed by John Knox, ana having little 
patience with any other. Not a likely people, 
surely, to give credence to any fancitulsuper­ 
stitions, and stil! less to originate them. The 
story, indeed, has ?. bold, matter-of-fact char­ 
acter in eveiy detail, which quite sets them 
apart from relations of tbe supernatural. 
I 
never heard it explained, and it is the best 
authenticated mystery within my knowledge. 
Here it is in brief: Among the Scotch- 
Irish settlers in Washington county in 1812 
was a family by the name of Plymire, who 
occupied a comfortable farm and house. 
Rachel, the daughter, was engaged to a 
young fanner in the neighborhood. 
On a 
Satmday evening in July, having finished her 
week's work, she dressed herself tidily and 
started to visit her married si.-ter, who lived 
on a fatm about five miles distant, intending 
to return on Monday morning. She tied up 
her Sunday gown and hat in a checkered 
hankerchief, and carried her shoes and stock­ 
ings in her other hand, meaning to walk iu 
her bare feet and to put them i n when she 
came in eight of her destination, after the 
canny Scotch fashion 
She left hon e at 
about 7 o’clock, in order to have the eool 
evening for her walk. The road to the farm 
was lonely and nnfrequented. 
The giil did not return home on Monday, 
but no alarm was felt, as the family thought 
her sister would wish to detain her for a few 
days ; and it was not until the latter part of 
the week that it was found that she had never 
been at her sisters. The alai m spread, and 
excited a degree of terror throughout the 
peaceable, domestic community, which would 
seem inexplicable to city per; le, to whom the 
newspaper has brought a budget o■ crime 
every morning since their childhood. To 
children raised in these lonely hamlets and 
hill-fanns murder was a faro ff, unreal horror; 
usually all they knew of it was from Cain 
and A id e, set off with hideous portraits iu the 
family Bible. 
The girl had left hrme on Saturday at 7 
o’clock. That night, long before 10 o’clock 
(farmers go to bed with the chickens), a 
woman, living in Greene county, about forty 
miles from the Plymire farm, awoke her hus­ 
band in great terror, declaring she had just 
seen a murder done, and went on to describe 
a place she had never seen before—a hill- 
country with a -.vagon-road running through 
it, and a girl witu a bundle tied in a hancker- 
chier, her shoes and white stocklDgs in her 
other hand, walking briskly down the gr.ia-y 
side of the road. 
Mhe was met by a young 
man ; the woman judged from their manner 
the meeting was by app iutment—they sat 
down on a log and talked f o r some time. 
The man rose and stepped behind her, and, 
drawing out a hatchet, struck her twice on 
the head. She fell back on the wet, rotten 
leaves, dead. 
Presently the man was j dned 
by another, also young, who asked, " Is it 
done?” He nodded, aud together they lifted 
the body and carried it away out of her sight 
After awhile they came back and found the 
bundle of shoes and stockings, all of which 
were stained with blood. There was a ruined 
old mill near the road. They went into it, 
lifted a loose board in the flooring, put the 
bundle, shoes, etc , with the hatchet, under­ 
neath and replaced the board. 
Then they 
separated and went through the woods iu 
different directions. 
The farmer’s wife told her dream to her 
husband that night. 
The next day (Sunday), 
going to a little country church, she remained 
during the intermission between tbe morning 
and afternoon services. The neighbors, who 
had come from a circuit of twenty miles to 
chnrcb, gathered, aceoraing to their h< mely 
habit, in the churchyard to eat their lunch 
and exchange the latest news. Oar dreamer 
told her story again and again, for_ she was 
impressed by it as if it had been reality. 
After the afternoon service the congrega­ 
tion separated, each going to their widely- 
scattered homes. Tnere were thus many 
witnesses ready to certify to the fact that the 
woman had t >ld the dream the icon ing after 
the murder was committed at a dis’ance of 
forty mile-, when it was impossible that the 
news should have reached her. There were no 
telegraphs, we must remember, and no rail­ 
ways in those days—not even mail carriers in 
those secluded districts. 
When the story of the girl’s disappearance 
was tol l over the country at the end of the 
next week, the people to whom the dream 
had been repeated recalled it. 
Nowadays the matter would only serve as 
good material for reporters, but the men of 
those days still believed that God took an 
oversight even of their dreams. Might this 
not be a hint from Him ? The Rev. Charles 
Wheeler, a Baptist clerayman from Wash­ 
ington, well known in Western Pennsylvania 
and Virginia a generation ago, and Ephriam 
Blaine, a magistrate, father of tbe present 
Senator from Maine, aud as popular a man 
in his narrower circle, drove over to see the 
woman who had told the dream. 
Without 
stating their purpose, they took her and her 
husband, on pretence of business, to the Ply­ 
mire farm. 
It was the first time in her life 
that she had left her own county, and she 
was greatly amused and interested. They 
drove over the whole of the road down which 
Rachel Plymire had gone. 
“ Have yon never seen this neighborhood ?” 
one of them asked. 
“ Never,” was the reply. 
That ended the matter, and they turned 
back, taking a little-used cro3s-road to save 
time. Presently the woman started up in 
agitation, crying: “ This is the place I 
dreamed of!” 
They assured her that Rachel Plymire had 
not been upon that road at all. 
“ I know nothing about her,” she said, 
“•but the girl I saw in my dream came along 
here; there is the path thn ugh which the 
man came, and beyond that turuiair yon will 
find the log on which he killed her.” 
They did fiod the log, and on the ground 
the stains of blood. The woman, walking 
swiftly, led them lo the old mili, acd to the 
board under which lay the stained clothes 
and the hatchet. 
Tne girl’s body 
was found afterward, 
buried by a creek near at hand. 
Rachel's 
lover had already been arrested upon sus­ 
picion. It was hinted that he had grown 
tired of the girl, and for many reasons found 
her hard to shake off. 
The woman recog­ 
nized him in a crowd of other men, and 
startled her companions still more by point­ 
ing to sucther young fellow from the WeBt 
as his companion in her dteam. 
The young 
man was tried, in the town of Washington, 
for murder. The dreamer was brought into

I have known mothers who have lived 
largely for themselves aud in forgetfulness 
of others, after death had come to their 
own homes, go out and seek some one in a 
like sorrow that their own hearts might be 
comforted in comforting others. 
And O ! 
into this great law of suffering—of suffer­ 
ing for others—God Himself came to our 
world in C h rist; went into the wilderness 
to hunt the lo st; welcomed the Magda- 
lenes ; wept at the grave and died on the 
cross. 
In this law of suffering the Holy 
Ghost is now in the world with “ groan- 
ings th at cannot be uttered.” 
Now, put all this scene under the light 
of immortality. 
Look at the world but aa 
the cradle of man’s childhood. 
Look at 
all this straDge scene of toil and suffering, 
not as the end, hut the beginniug ; look at 
it not as a world for rest or pleasure, but 
as a school for learning; a battlefield for 
victories ; a pilgrimage through the desert; 
and look at all its vicissitudes as a develop­ 
ment ; and then look out upon the eternal 
ages for the continuation and completion 
of this work, and then you may begin to 
see how “ all things work together for 
good”—all things—life and death, and 
even a permissive ev il; and then you can 
in “ all things give thanks.” 
Then you 
can say with Jo b : “ Though He eliy me 
yet will I trust Him ” ; and with Paul : 
“ None of these things move me.” 
That 
is the true Thanksgiving. 
I stood the other day by the coffin of an­ 
other of oar number—Sister W aters—:one 
of the first to join in this service a year 
ago. 
Long a teacher in our public schools, 
then wife and mother, noble, intelligent and 
true, and with a heart so large and tender 
that she knew all the sufferings of love; 
and she watched for seven long weeks by 
her sick child—watched till love could do 
no more, and then herself sank down in 
death. 
A few hours after the child she 
bure and lovM so well joined her on the 
other side. 
And I stand at this hour and 
see the long travail of our world, its suffer­ 
ing and pain, but I see God working out 
righteousness, and I see the gates of eter­ 
nity open to receive the weary souls of 
earth. 
I see the ships go down in the 
storm, and soldiers fall on the field of bat­ 
tle, but above the storm and the cannon's 
roar I see the augels of God gathering np 
from mangled bodies and watery graves 
the spirits that can never die. And, stand­ 
ing in this broad light, let us in “ all 
things give thanks,” for toon tbe mystery 
will be passed and we shall know that 
“ lie doeth all things well.”

THE 
CLAYTON-BULWBR 
TREATY 
AND 
THE ISTHMUS CANAL QUESTION. 


PRESIDENTIAL INABILITY. 


A prolonged discussion is certain to be 
had upon Senator Garland’s bill to settle 
the question of Presidential inability. The 
bill provides that in case of tho removal 
death, resignation, or inability of both the 
President and Vice-President, the Secretary 
of State for the time being, or if there is 
no Secretary of State, then the Secretary 
of the Treasury, or in the event of his ab­ 
sence then the Secretary of War, shall act 
as President until the disability is removed 
or a new President is elected, “ or in case 
“ there be no occasion under the law for an 
“ election, until the existing term of office 
“ of the President so removed, resigned, 
“ dead, or disabled, shall have expired.’’ 
It has already appeared that this plan is 
destined to encounter strong opposition, 
In the first place it provides for the making 
President of persons who have not been 
elected by the people at all to any office. 
This may be little better than a senti­ 
mental objection, for whenever a President 
dies, or is disabled duriDg his term, some 
one must take his place who was not in­ 
tended for such an offic9 by the people. 
But the existing state of the law is unques­ 
tionably objectionable. 
It gives the suc­ 
cession to the President of the Senate, or 
if there Í3 none, to the Speaker of the 
House. These officers are in many respects 
undesirable 
possible 
successors to the 
Presidency, 
and it is evident that a 
better arrangement is needed. 
But, as 
the 
debate 
in 
the Senate 
has al­ 
ready- made 
conspicuous, 
there 
is 
a question which is really of more im­ 
portance than that of the Presidential suc­ 
cession, and it is, what constitutes inabil­ 
ity ? 
This puzzling question was discussed 
at great length duriDg the illness of Presi­ 
dent Garfield, but no conclusion was 
reached, for the sufficient reason that 
there are no standards to go by. 
The Con­ 
stitution is silent upon the point, nor 
is it easy to see how it could be settled by 
any legislation. 
For in order to make such 
a settlement effective it would be neces­ 
sary to declare in the minutest detail what 
condition of physical or mental health con­ 
stitutes “ ability,” and what departures 
from this maximum state constitute “ ina­ 
bility.” 
And this is a kind of thing 
whic h no law can fix. 
The President him­ 
self must be under ordinary circumstances 
the sole 
competent judge of his own 
ability, for to give the power of declaring 
the Presided incapable to any one else, 
or to any number of persons, would be to 
give scch person or persons the power of 
chángi ng the President to suit themselves. 
And yet, difficult as it is to determine this 
quest ion, it is by far the more important of 
the two, and Congress ought to grapple it 
boldly. 
If a constitutional amendment is 
required to provide for the contingency 
under considera tion, it will have to be 
frame á, for it is certain that the country 
c annot afford to let these matters go unde­ 
ermine d any longer, 


Air, Blaine’s instructions to Minister 
Lowell in regard to the modification of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty have the curious 
diplomatic defect of having been issued in 
such a manner as to have all the apfiear- 
ance of an afterthought. 
Mr. Blaine first 
issued his famous Circular, in which he 
altogether ignored the existence of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and in which he 
actually asserted that the traditional and 
consistent policy of the United States had 
always been to insist upon that which, by 
the terms cf this treaty, our Government 
had formally engaged itself not to attempt. 
In fact it is impossible to account for the 
language of the Circular otherwise than by 
supposing that Mr. Blaiue did really forget 
that the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty was in 
existence. 
Having committed this ex • 
traordinary blunder it has become neces­ 
sary for him to retrace his steps as far as 
that is possible, and to propose the modi­ 
fication of the treaty at the end instead 
of at the beginning of the proceedings. This 
involves serious embarrassment, however, 
for it cannot be possible to make the 
English Government believe that the Sec­ 
retary of State had undesigcetlly trav ­ 
ersed 
the 
most 
im portant 
provi­ 
sions 
of 
a 
treaty, 
and 
the people 
at Downing street may he pardoned if 
they suspect that Mr. Blaine has been 
taking a leaf from 
the 
note book of 
Russian diplomacy, as illustrated in the 
repudiation of the Black Sea treaty. 
The 
Government which opens a negotiation of 
this kind by declaring a policy to be old 
which everyone knows to be new, and by 
declaring it in flat violation of the terms 
of a treaty- whose binding force it does not 
even take the trouble to question, must ex­ 
pect difficulties when it proceeds to recur 
to that treaty, aud to demand that it be 
practically canceled. 
In fact Mr. Blaine 
has put the United States in a seriously 
false position. 
He has in effect said to 
England, “ W e never made any stipu­ 
la tio n s with yon about this matter, and 
“ we intend to act on that hypothesis.” 
And after saying this, which England 
knows to be untrue, he stultifies us still 
farther by asking England to consent to 
the modification of the provisions which 
he has already said will not in any case be 
adhered to. 
W ith a Secretary of State possessing Mr. 
Blaine’s peculiar diplomatic tendencies it 
would not be at all difficult to entangle 
ourselves in such a way that war with Eng­ 
land would be inevitable. 
I t is fortunate 
that at this time the relations between the 
two nations are more than ever friendly, 
for we may hope that Mr. Gladstone’s Gov­ 
ernment will make the necessary allow 
anees in a case which really does not admit 
of much apology. 
Mr. Blaine cannot 
rectify his first blunder, hut must go on 
with the case as he ha3 made it. His letter 
to Lowell contains what is really a strong 
argument on behalf of American monopoly 
of the protection of the Isthmus Canal, 
and had it been dispatched prior to the 
publication of the unfortunate Circular, or, 
what would have been better, had the lat­ 
ter not been issued at all, we should have 
reason to expect a good-tempered discus­ 
sion of the question. 
There are, however, 
some points in Mr. Blaine’s argument which 
are liable to be turned against himself. His 
assertion of the right of the United States 
to defend her Pacific coast possessions is 
well put, but it does not seem to have oc­ 
curred to him that the power to which he 
addresses himself also has Pacific coast 
possessions, and therefore may contend 
that it is as much interested as the United 
States in having access to them. 
And if 
Mr. Blaine's argument against the opening 
of the Isthmus Canal for the passage of 
war ships desiring to attack American 
ports is strong, se is the inevitable re­ 
joinder that the closing of the canal against 
England in war time would cut her off 
from her Pacific colonies, and place them 
at the mercy of the United States. 
Mr. Blaine insists that we must have 
the sole right to fortify the approaches to 
the canal, and to garrison such fortifications 
in conjunction with the forces of the United 
States of Colombia. This we cannot do under 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and therefore we 
demand the modification of that treaty. 
But it is apparent that however hold a 
position our Government may take, it can­ 
not break the treaty arbitrarily, and it is 
equally certain 
that it cannot compel 
England to modify it if she does not wish 
to do so, or fortify the Isthmus in defiance 
of treaty stipulations. 
For though we 
may be invincible on the American conti­ 
nent, and though no European power is at 
all likely to attem pt to meet ua on our own 
soil, any quarrel as to the protectorate of 
the Isthmus would from the nature of the 
case have to he carried on by sea, and there 
we are anything but supreme. 
The great 
obstacle to the accomplishment of the 
Isthmus policy which Mr. Blaine has so 
crudely announced, in short, consists in 
our present inability to do anything else 
than talk about the matter. 
We do not 
think it probable that England will take 
our view of the Isthmus question, seeing 
that she has large and im portant interests 
in the Pacific and in the Orient herself. 
She is likely to object strongly to the 
proposition that the Isthmus shall be closed 
against all vessels of war in war time, and 
not without reason, inasmuch as this con­ 
dition is 
liable to operate 
powerfully 
against her interests in the event of war 
with this country. 
The worst of it is that Mr. Blaine’s 
peculiar Circular has so committed the 
United States that withdrawal is almost 
impracticable. 
He has taken the position 
that we intend to control the Isthmus 
Canal, and in taking this position he has 
rendered his subsequent proposition for a 
modification of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
peculiarly difficult for England to meet in 
a conciliatory spirit. 
For it looks as 
though we merely wished from an after­ 
thought of international courtesy to give 
her the opportunity of consenting to that 
which we mean to do in any event. 
If we 
were in a condition to carry out the im­ 
plications of our diplomacy perhaps this 
would not matter so mnch, though it 
would still expose us to the charge of 
wanton discourtesy. 
But we are in no 
such condition, and if England refuses to 
modify the Clayton-Bulwer treaty in the 
manner proposed, and if Bhe denies our 
right to the sole control of the Isthmns 
Canal, and if France and Germany join her 
in denying that right, it is difficult to see 
where our late diplomatic pyrotechnics 
will lead us. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen certainly 
has inherited as disagreeable a complica- 


and if he comes out of it triumphantly he 
will deserve to take rank among the ablest 
men who have conducted our foreign policy 
since the foundation of the Republic. 
At 
present we fancy that Mr. Blaine must be 
considerably relieved by being freed from 
the necessity of working out his own plans 
to their legitimate conclusion. 


HOW THE RUSSIAN PRESS REGARDS US. 


A St. Petersburg journal, the Novoes 
Vremya, has published a very ill-tempered 
and abusive article on President A rthur’s 
meseage. 
The ground of offense to Rus­ 
sians in that paper is the statem ent that 
the United States Government intended to 
protest strongly against the action of the 
Russian Government in refusing to concede 
anything to the American citizenship of 
Jews traveling in th at country. 
The 
Russian newspapers are so much undei 
Government supervision that an article of 
this kind could not have appeared had it 
not been pleasing to the authorities, and 
therefore it has more significance than if it 
had been the expression of a journal in a 
country where the press is free. 
The 
Vremya says th at Russia will pav no at­ 
tention to any American remonstrance, but 
will treat the Jews as it pleases. 
I t stig­ 
matizes them all as “ swindlers,” and sug­ 
gests that President A rthur sympathizes 
with them because the United States con­ 
tains so many people of the same low 
standard of morals. 
It then taunts this 
country with its recent resurrection of the 
Monroe doctrine, aud asks how we can 
make it consist with our own national policy 
to interfere with the domestic government 
of European States. And it concludes with 
the remark th at “ Americans could not 
“ Eeriously protest against the expulsion 
“ of Lewisohn from Russia, because the 
“ American Government itself interferes 
“ and restricts Chinamen from settling in 
“ the United States.” 
It is frequently 
very 
disagreeable 
to 
“ see oursels as 
“ ithers see us,” aud Burns was certainly 
rash in desiring that some god would be­ 
stow upon us a gift so fruitful of annoy­ 
ance. 
But nevertheless an unfriendly 
review of our course is sometimes the most 
salutary of tonics, for it forces us to con­ 
template all our inconsistencies aud evasions 
and meannesses, in their least flattering 
guise, and compels us to realize, perhaps 
for the first time, how what we have been 
doing strikes other people. 
Now though 
the Russian journal is very bitter and 
abusive, it must be admitted that it has 
hit upon some very awkward points in 
American history. 
It is of course not ad­ 
missible that anything can deprive a Gov­ 
ernment of the right to demand fair treat­ 
ment for its citizens or subjects abroad, 
and international comity is entirely against 
the Russian view of that question. 
But it 
is evident that the Monroe doctrine will be 
used against us whenever we venture to 
touch European questions, and it is equally 
evident that the Chinese problem may be 
employed by Europeans 
in 
a similar 
way. 
But 
the 
mo3t serious consid­ 
eration arising from 
this 
criticism 
is 
the obvious 
one 
that 
all 
the 
world 
now knows our weakness, and so feels en­ 
couraged to gibe and jeer at U9. A country 
without an army or a navy may be very 
rich and very prosperous, but it cannot 
command the respect of countries which 
are prepared to maintain their opinions 
with the sword, nor can it hope to succeed 
in protecting its citizens abroad perma-. 
nently. 
Russia is but a half-civilized 
power, but when its press is inspired by 
its Government to insult the United States, 
and to sneer at President A rthur as “ this 
“ chance President, whom Guiteau calls 
“ his friend, and his choice for the Presi- 
“ dential chair,” it is evident that there is 
no wholesome feeling of apprehension ex­ 
perienced at St. Petersburg, and that the 
President’s announced determination to 
protect American citizens in Russia is 
looked upon as an offensive impertinence, 
which calls for the sharpest and most un 
measured rebuke. 
And it is very' certain 
that no Russian journal would be per­ 
mitted to speak with similar license of 
the ruler of any of the countries of 
Europe.

AN UNEQUAL CONTEST. 


Our evening contemporary, having most 
unjustly abused the State Supreme-Court 
for rendering a decision which is entirely in 
accord with the rulings of the United States 
Supreme Court, refuses to admit its error, 
aud very foolishly reiterates its original 
wild and baseless assertions, as if it thought 
that a question of this kind coaid be set- 
tied by mere irresponsible vociferation. Its 
assertion that the United States Supreme 
Court has made a series of decisions which 
are based upon no statutory enactments, is, 
in the absence of all evidence, entitled to 
no consideration whatever. 
Nor is it for 
those who presume the soundness of the 
judicial decisions to adduce proof of their 
position. 
On the contrary, the onus pro- 
bandi rests upon our contemporary, since 
the presumption is unquestionably against 
it. 
Whoever asserts that a judicial deci 
sion is an “ outrage,” and that “ it is not 
“ based upon any w ritten law ,” is bound 
to prove that assertion. 
It is, however, 
perfectly clear th at our contemporary has 
no such knowledge as could alone have 
justified its scurrilous attack upon the Su­ 
preme Court, 
for 
it 
exposes 
its 
ig­ 
norance 
by 
saying: 
" I f 
there 
is 
“ such law, let it he repealed.” 
Our con­ 
temporary does not seem to understand 
that “ if there is such law ” it has been 
guilty of a very gross and wanton offense 
against the Supreme Court, or that this 
question is precisely the one which it was 
in duty bound to determine before making 
any comments on the matter. 
I t has 
without any warrant assumed, in defiance 
of all the presumptive evidence afforded 
by a loug line of similar decisions, that 


doctrine is not the law of the land, its re­ 
course is against Congress, and not against 
any Court. 
And it must not assnme that 
a doctrine is lawless npon no saner propo­ 
sition than that Legislatures and Con­ 
gresses are too wise and good to make had 
laws. 
That kind of argument is fitter for 
a lunatic asylum than for any other place. 
Nor must it expect that others will under­ 
take the task of proving its positions base­ 
less. 
They are baseless on a prima facie 
statement of the facts, and the obligation 
of showing that they are otherwise de­ 
volves upon our contemporary. 
It had 
better therefore proceed to show, if it can, 
that “ this decision of our Supreme Court 
“ is not based upon any written law.” For 
nothing less than demonstration of that 
assertion can justify its language in regard 
to the Court.

tion as ever awaited a new Cabinet officer, 


the State Supreme Court madR a lawless 
decision. 
After having been ftow n that 
the State Supreme Court in this case has 
only followed the doctrine laid down by

It appears to U3 that Guiteau 
himself could hardly have excelled our 
contemporary in self-esteem, if we may 
venture to judge from this illustration of 
the value it places on its “ opinion.”

the Court, bat unless it can show that this 


The recent singular experiments in the 
direction of extension of the Monroe doc­ 
trine have caused public attention to be 
drawn to some of the inherent difficulties 
of that foreign policy. 
Just now we are 
embarrassed by a very slight misunder­ 
standing with Chile because of this theory 
of our national mission, but the episode 
will not have been without its uses if it 
forces ua to define more clearly what rela­ 
tions we are to hold towards the countries 
of South America. 
It cannot be concealed 
that the tendencies of the Monroe doctrine 
are aggressive, and it is equally clear that 
they consist poorly with our theory of na­ 
tional independence. 
It seems th at we 
are to be as free as possible, in short, but 
th at we are to hold ourselves entitled to 
abridge the liberties of the South Ameri­ 
can peoples whenever it suits our purposes. 
At present we are somewhat entangled with 
Chile and Peru, but by-and-by we may be 
called upon to interfere with the Empire of 
Brazil. For if the smaller South American 
Governments may not make any European 
alliances, the saíne rule must apply to the 
larger ones, and if we are to undertake a 
protectorate of South America we may as 
well prepare for a war of conquest at 
once. 
Indeed 
this 
is 
what 
the 
latest interpretation of the Monroe doc­ 
trine clearly leads to. 
Abstractly speaking 
the United States has no more right to 
impose limitations on the freedom of action 
of Chile or Peru than the latter would have 
to dictate to the United States. 
South 
America may be supposed to be as much 
entitled to a Monroe doctrine as North 
America, moreover, and therefore might 
object to our policy with exactly the 
same justice that wo have on our side. 
In 
fact the doctrine contains its own refuta­ 
tion when it is pushed to such indefensible 
lengths as it has been of late, and we shall 
either have to retrace our steps in this 
connection, or vote a couple of hundred 
millions of dollars for an army and navy. 
As it is we have a superfluity of ambition 
and assurance in our foreign policy, but a 
woful want of the material requirements 
of such bold and aggressive doctrines as are 
in vogne.

If the statements of the Chilean Consul 
at New York may be accepted, a very wild 
and at the same time ambitious specula­ 
tion has been based on the present condi­ 
tion of Peru. 
A company has been organ­ 
ized which proposes, under authority of 
what looks like a very dubious claim to 
one-third of the produce of the Peruvian 
guano and nitrate deposits, to work those 
properties, pay the Chilean indemnity and 
the interest on the Peruvian bonds, out of 
the proceeds, and at the same time make 
the fortunes of all the stockholders. 
It is 
said that a good deal of secrecy has been 
observed in the projection of this scheme, 
and it looks very much like it, inasmuch 
as all the details are being published all 
over the country. 
It is alleged that these 
speculators—whose names alone are at pres 
ent withheld—are exerting great pressure 
upon the Government iu the interest of 
their undertaking, and that they wish the 
United States to urge upon Chile the ac­ 
ceptance of their proposition. 
The Chilean 
Consul says, however, that they evidently 
do not at all understand the matter of the 
guano and nitrate deposits, and that their 
figures are absurdly wrong. 
He appears to 
suspect that the real purpose of those who 
have projected the speculation is to cajole 
Chile into arrangements which would leave 
her in the end without either money or 
territory. 
I t may be pointed out as at 
least remarkable that when the Peruvian 
Government had the sole control of these 
wonderful deposits it never was able to so 
mnch as pay the interest on its debt. 
Su­ 
perior financiering might perhaps yield a 
better revenue, but it is not credible that 
there is any “ bonanza” in the business, 
and we do not think it probable that men 
of large capital will embark in the projeet, 
even if the Chilean opposition can be over­ 
come.

Fork of the American. 


TURKEY AND GERMANY. 


It is reported that Turkey is turning to 
Germany for alliance and protection, hav­ 
ing exhausted British sympathy, and that 
the Porte looks upon Berlin as having su­ 
perseded London. 
The Sultan’s advisers 
perhaps think that the German Govern­ 
ment is the most likely to cry “ check ! ” 
to Russia, should the latter make another 
movement towards Constantinople. 
Bis­ 
marck, however, is a fickle friend. 
If it 
suits his present programme he will take 
Turkey under his protection, but should 
he change his mind a year hence he would 
not hesitate to abandon his humble and 
feeble ally, or even to surrender her to 
Russia. 
The T urk’s best safeguard at 
present is the territorial arrangements 
which the Treaty of Berlin brought about. 
That treaty has erected a better line of 
fortifications along the Danube than ever 
existed there before, and Russia wil find 
it harder to break through that barrier 
than it was to capture Plevna. 
Germany 
at this moment has nothing to fear from 
Russia, however, and therefore may not 
be anxious to encourage the advances of 
the Porte. 
There is little reputation and 
no profit to be gained by an alliance with 
the Sultan in these days, and he is liable 
at any moment to become a source of 
weakness to his friends. 
But it is useful 
to have such a means of menace at hand, 
and Bismarck may think it worth while to 
temporize with the Porte until it can be 
made use of. 


The slickens case—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed yesterday at 
9:30 A. M., in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, Hun. Jackson Temple presiding. 
George E. H. Betten resumed the stand. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Byrne : 
Question—Prior to the time you took the 
stanl yesterday, had you ever conversed with 
me in relation to what your testimony would 
lie in this case ? 
Answer—I had not. 
Q.—Had you conversed with any attorney 
in this case ? 
A.—N o ; I did not. I have been in the 
claim several times, 
and have obtained 
what occasionally was the size of the giant. 
I believe the number of the giant is 2, but 
it does not make so much difference about 
the size of the giant, it is principally the 
nozzle attached to the giant that the water 
discharges through. As to the exact size of 
the nozzle could not be very positive. 
I 
think the last time I saw it it was about five 
inches. 
I have worked continuously in 
hydraulic mines since 1863. I have used the 
giant since 1869. 
Water is always measured 
before it enters a mine, and never after it 
leaves it. 
I Here witness described the use of 
the giant and the amount that would be dis­ 
charged under a given pressure.] I have 
tended pipes and giants for the 1m t ten years. 
Mr. Byrne—I wish to offer a deed which 
I omitted yesterday—a deed from William 
Judd and others composing the Miners’ 
Ditch Company, to the Gold Run Ditch 
and Mining Company, dated the 13:h day of 
August, 1870, conveying the property kno vn 
as the Miners’ Di'.ch, which is part of the 
ditch of the defendants at this time. 
H. L. NOIÉ3 
Sworn (to Mr. Bjrne)—I live at Gold Run, 
Placer county, and my occupation is that of 
a miner. 
During the last year I have been 
mining in the Excelsior mine, owned by S. 
Y. Halsey, in the capacity of foreman. 
Í 
wsr working in that mine from February to 
July. 
Q " iJo you know how much water was 
running in that claim or was u-ed in that 
mine on the 17th day of June, 1881 ? 
A.—I do, sir. 
Q.—How do you know it ? 
A.—By the fact of being foreman of the 
claim, and I have a memorandum which I 
have to keep in my time-book of the amount 
of water bought and run at that time. 
Q. 
^ hat was the greatest quantity of 
water bought 3nd run in that claim on that 
day? 
_ A. 
You mean the number of miner’s 
inches ? 
Mr. Byrne—Yes, sir. 
A. 
There was 500 .miner’s inches running 
from the Miners’ Ditch, according to miners’ 
measurement. 
Q —Now I want you to describe to the 
Court the measuring box that is used at the 
mine. 
A.—That is a box that is set beside the 
mining ditch, and it is connected with a ditch 
on a dead level, averaging from twelve feet to 
sixteen feet square. There is no particular 
distance in regard to the length or breadth. 
There is an aperture generally of four inches. 
The water in the measuring box is supposed 
to be still. 
J. F. TALBOTT, 
Sworn and examined on behalf of deferdant 
by Mr. Byrne, testified as follows: I came 
to California in the spring of 1S50, and have 
been engaged since that time in mining. 
I 
first went to Pbcerville, but in January, 1851, 
I went to Placer county and mined at Grizzly 
Gauy n. 
I miued in the spring and summer 
of 1851, the latter part of the spring in the 
neighborhood of Yankee Jim ’s. 
In the 
spring of 1852 I was prospecting and dis­ 
covered the diggings at Indiana Hill, and I 
mined there until 1855. [Witness pointed 
out on the map the point at which he first 
made the discovery.] I made the discovery 
of the Indiana Hill gravel bed in M ayor 
June, 1852. The Gold Run mining district 
was formed in 1S52. 
Q. (by Mr. Byrne)—When was work com­ 
menced upon the claim now known as the 
Gold ltnn mine ? 
Mr. H art—I object to that, as immaterial. 
The Court—I suppose you might make a 
statement broad enough that counsel can ad­ 
mit the fact although they deny the force aud 
effect of it. 
H r. Bayne—We propose to show by this 
witness that work was commenced in that 
particular claim in 1852, ami that it has been 
continued from that time ever since, in the 
same way and manner, with the same outlets 
and the same or similar places of discharge. 
The Court—And you propose to follow"that 
np by like proof of all the claims that you 
have ; that they were located about 1852; 
that they had been mined ever since; that 
they have discharged their dump matter into 
Canyon creek and then washed down into 
the American river, and that they have 
mined with water—I suppose that is the 
idea ? 
Mr. Byrne—A t first I will say to your 
Honor that the surface of the Indian Hill 
claim was washed through Indiana ravine di­ 
rectly into the North Fork, but that’the 
other claims—the Church, Golden Gate, Tay­ 
lor and North Star, and other claims_ 
washed into Canyon creek, and now the In­ 
diana Hill, since the construction of the deep 
tunnel, washes into Canyon creek. 
The Court—I suppose it is likely they 
could admit that as a fact, though obj- cling 
to it as immaterial. 
Mr. Rhodes—There will he no objection to 
the fact that the first wurking was through 
Indian ravine. 
The Court—And that they located these 
claims according to the mining customs, nnd 
mined them according to ttie approved mode, 
with water. 
Mr. Rhodes—We, however, object to that 
as incompetent. We can admit that th -v 
could prove it by this witness. 
Mr. Byrne—If it is proposed to ni vke an 
admission of that character, we would like 
to reduce it to writing, and have it in snch 
form that the record will show exactly. 
Leave was granted. 
Q. (by Mr. Byrne)—I understand von to 
say that you had worked upon the North 
Fork of the American river? 
A.—Yes, sir; I did, in 1851. At High 
Bar, the particular place where I w.,rkod the 
bar was elevated forty feet probably above 
the b-d of the river at that time, and the 
work that I saw there principally was con­ 
fined to washing the surface strata and 
covi ring along up and down the river. 
At 
that particular point the river was pretty 
wide aDd the bar Bome thirty or forty feet 
above the top of them, and be'low that there 
were places where it was narrow. 


Roach Hills have been since 1872. 
In these 
claims there is very little of this heavy, blue 
cement. The bowlders are small and the soil 
is led. 
In 1854 5 there must have been 6,000 
persons ruining at Iowa Hill and vicinity. 
The number of inhabitants there now is 600 
or 700. Mining is still the chief business of 
that section. Think that there yet remain 
250 acres to be washed directly into the North 
Fork by hydraulic process. In that district, 
think that 300 acres have already been 
washed. 
Have been Assessor in Placer. 
Toink that about §20,000 000 have been taken 
out of Iowa Hill township. 
Have made in­ 
quiries officially from the miners. The water 
lfiowing frum Gold Run mine is of a bluish cast 
and comparatively clear. The river bed np to 
Pickering’s bar is used for a wagon road. 
Have known 2,000 pounds to be hauled on a 
wagon up that river bed. Have noticed nat­ 
ural washings into the river. Much of it 
comes from wagon roads and from the loose 
earth cut up by Bheep and cattle. 
Sheep 
ratns are often cut out and made deep 
cuts down the mountain side. 
There were 
some heavy land-slides in 1862. I.ogging- 
wagons also cut out the hill sides. Recently 
water from Indian canyon and the North 
Fork ran muddier than before the mines were 
ehut down. Think the North Fork was hL-her 
in 1875 than in 1881.

WILLIAM VAN VACTOR, 
Sworn for defendant, testified: I live at 
Iowa Hill and am engaged in hydraulic min­ 
ing. 
I went ou to the North Fork at High 
Bar in 1855. I have been interested in mines 
on the Ni rth Fork. 
I worked on High Bar 
until about 18;>7. Jameson ravine is right 
at the head of High Bar, on the opposite 
side. Jameson ravine is the ontlet for 
the Iowa Hill mines. X owned a claim 
between HoUon ravine and the Jame­ 
son ravine, on the North Fork. 
In 1876 
there 
were 
very 
little tailings in the 
North Fork. They cime from the mines 
above at Iowa Hill, Independence Hill and 
other places. A portion came from Gold Run. 
In 1875 there was a heavy flood, which 
cleaned the taiiings out. Between Ric 
bridge and Pickering’s Bar I think the tail­ 
ings are about 40 feet deep; in gome places 
they are deeper. They seem to be quite solid 
and hard. Originally the bed was mostly 
bedrock. It seems to be as solid as the orig­ 
inal gravel which we worked. 
The river-bed 
hae raised 30 feet at Hodson’s Bar withia the 
last three years. 
Heavy floods have failed to 
cut it out. Don’t think that heavy floods 
can wash it out. There are five or six feet of 
tailings at Rice’s bridge. As yon go down 
the river the material is lighter. The heaviest 
material is near the damping points of the 
mines. 
The Gold Ran tailings of late years 
have been heavy. 
Was there once since 
the present company commenced to work. 
R ocks were blasted and 
run out into 
the North Fork. The mines at Independ­ 
ence Hill and Iowa Hill are lighter material. 
The principal washings at Iswa Hill into the 
North Fork were done between 1854 and 1872. 
From these two hills about twenty acres 
of ground have been washed down. The 
principal washiegs from Independence and 


Afternoon .Session. 
Wm. Van Vactor resumed the stand, and in 
response to questions by Mr. Byrne, testified 
as follows : There is in the North Fork of the 
American river, at the mouth of Jameson, 
or Hobson’s ravine, a body of tailings in the 
nature of an obstruction, or darn, which 
tends to hold back and restrain the material 
coming from the Gold Run. 
That deposit 
has filled np about thirty feet during the last 
three years. 
CroRB-examination (by Mr. Hart)—The 
material at that point np is about forty- 
five feet deep and it increases as it goes up, 
as far as Warner’s bridge. 
It does not form 
an actual dam. The deposit in the river bed 
is not uniform, but is deeper in some places 
than in others. 
Above Warnei’s bridge there 
is no deposit of tailings. The tailings at (he 
mouth of Hobson ravine are from the Union 
and Independence cl rime. The material at 
Iowa Hill, in the bottom, is heavier than that 
at Gold Run. 
I do not think there is any 
clay in it. It is composed of blue cement 
and gravel. A t Iowa Hiil they worked clear 
to the bed rock, but up to 1870 they worked 
more of the top gravel. The work has been con­ 
tinuous since 1870, hut on a email: r scale than 
before that time. 
The material there on the 
h ittom is somewhat similar to that at Gold 
Run, but the entire depth from the bedrock to 
the surface is not so great as at Gold Run. 
There is only about twelve feeth depth of blue 
cemeDt at Iowa Hill. That is found in tho 
Iowa Hill miues proper, in the Morning Star 
and in the mines at Gold Run. Sir.ce 1876 I 
would not say that there was half a million 
cnbic yards of gravel vv.shed down into 
Jan e-on ravine. The |n lines there are prin­ 
cipally worked by Chinamen. 
They have 
probably worked two acres from six to twelve 
feet dcep._ Indian canyon tails into the North 
Fork. 
Since 1876 the Orion has washed off 
into that canyon about fifteen acres. 
The 
deepest they reached I thinkisahout 160feet. 
I do not think the river at the mouth of 
Jameson ravine filled three feet between the 
winter of 1875 and the winter of 1876 It has 
been filling all the while since that time. At 
Roach’s Hill there has been at least tea acres 
washed off from 10 to 110 feet deep. 
At one 
foot deep an acre would make 1,600 odd 
cubic yards. 
At Rice’s bridge the deposit in 
the river is rather fine, and gets coarser as 
you go up to Hobson’s ravine. At that 
point I have seen rocks two and three feet 
thick. 
1 think the flood of 1807-8 was 
greater at that point than in 1862. 
That 
flood cleaied out all the tailings in the river 
at that point at that time. 
In 1875 there 
was another heavy fl >nd. 
After one of these 
floods the lighter material is all cleaned out 
of the bed of the river at that print. 
I make 
my estimates of the amount of deposit from 
my recollection of how- the bed of the river 
was before it tilled up. I have no doubt that 
there is more or less sand comes down the 
river. Of course if the fine material has a 
chance to get away with the water it will go. 
Much of that which remains there is of the 
heavy material. 
In the earlier washings 
they picked^ out the rocks and threw them 
out to one side 
Those rocks will never get 
out of there. The heaviest rocks are near the 
dumps, and they get smaller as you come down 
the river. 
A very little of the top material 
will color the water more than quite a quan­ 
tity of sand. That heavy sand up there holds 
very close to the bottom of the river, while 
the reddish material coining from the hills 
all goes off in the water. 
The material taken 
from the Gold Run mine during the last five 
years has been very heavy in comparison to 
the surface material. 
I have not been 
there in the past four years. My impression 
is that at Iowa Hill there is 250 acres re­ 
maining that can be worked by hydraulic. 
The water c iming from the Gold Run mine 
has a dirty blnish color. 
I think it contains 
iron. 
It makes the rockB look red after pass­ 
ing over them. 
There is not a great deal of 
material in this water. I suppose it is this 
blue cement that colors the water. It mnst 
be pulverized to give it the color. 
It is com­ 
paratively clear just above Hobson’s Ravine. 
Redirect examination (by Mr. Byrne)—The 
tailings that have gone into Indian Canyon 
for the past four years have remained in the 
canyon. 
Tney are now fifty or sixty feet 
deep. The bars on the North Fork have 
been entirely covered up. 
High Bar has 
been covered up since 1875. In the last five 
years but a very small portion of the material 
has come down the river, on account of the 
fill in the river. 
It masses up together and 
Btays there. 
JOHN WARNER 
Being called and sworn oa behalf of the de­ 
fendant, aud exam'n d by Mr. Byrne, testi­ 
fied as tollows: Live at Ford’s Bar, on the 
North Fork of the American river. 
Mined 
on 
that_ river, frum 
Ford’s 
Bar 
np, 
in 
1855, ^ and 
since. 
Am 
familiar 
with the river there. 
Have lived at Ford’s 
Bar since; keep a toll-gate there. For.t’s 
Bar, os it was known iu 1855, has been covered 
up. 
I have mined at the present Fords Bar. 
The original Ford’s Bar was some 25 feet 
above the original bed of the river. I noticed 
deposits in the river some four or five years ago. 
The material that first came down was 
washed out in 1S75. The heavier material 
which has since come down has settled in the 
river very solid, and I do not believe it will 
ever come down. The water will not faring 
it down. To move it you will have to take 
picks and dig it up. These tailings at Warn­ 
er’s bridge are 50 feet deep. L -uded teams 
can pais over these tailings and do not make 
much impression upon them. 
Prior to 1875 
the water passing tiis point was of a reddish 
color. During the last four nr five years I 
have not seen any of that color iu the water. 
I luring that time it has been of a color be­ 
tween lead and blue. There is not a great 
deal of material in the water. I can dip np 
a bucket of water and there is Hot much sand 
in it. The flood of 1880 and 1881 did not 
have any perceptible effect in carrying away 
the tailinvs from this point in the river. 
Tfcs 
flood of 1875-6 carried out a majority of the 
tailings. 
Cross-examination (by Mr. H art)—I have 
property at Ford’s Bar. 
I own part of 
Ford’s Bar. I t has not been of any benefit 
to me on account of the tailitigs. 
I cannot 
work it. 
I do not suppose that I ever will. 
I have been living on the river and waiting 
for an opportunity to work those tailings, 
1 
have been waiting for an opportunity for 
twenty years. 
I think I have a better right 
to bring suit against the Gold Ran Mining 
Company than the farmers have down here. 
I am not paid anything for coming here. 
Have kept a teil-bridge at Ford’s Bar since 
1861, until it went off last year. Have built 
three bridges np there. I suppose that it is 
the blue dirt that com is from the Gold Run 
mine that causes the water to be blue. 
Heavy bowlders c me down into the river in 
1880—slid down from the mountains. 
Redirect examination—The action of the 
water has thrown the tailings on to one side 
at the bends of the river. The tailings are 
about fifty feet deep all along there. 
The 
flood of 1862 swept out all of the light mate­ 
rial in the river. 
In 1880 or 1881 a large 
landslide occurred which dammed np the 
river, and for a time hacked up the water for 
500 yards. It came within ten feet of my 
door. 
It kept sliding down, off and on, for 
about a month ; so much so that I moved out. 


Amhnrn. It was principally surface mining - 
A great deal of ravine mining has been done 
there by Chinamen. There is some mining 
going ou there iu Junction ravine. 
The ma- 
tsrial from all that mining has been dis­ 
charged into the North Fork of the Amer­ 
ican river, through its tributaries. 
Q —Do you know how much ground has 
been worked in the Iowa Hill district? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
I made an esrimate of how 
much was worked some time ago. My mem­ 
ory is not good, and if you will allow me to 
n-e my note-book I can tell you. 
Q.—State what you mean by the Iowa 
HiÜ district. 
A.—That includes the district extending 
from King's Hill, on Ihe west, to Secret can­ 
yon, on the east, aud from Shirt-tail canyon, 
on the south, to the North Fork of the 
American—a district ah >ut twenty-two miles 
in length ; it varies iu wi ith. 
The area cov­ 
ered by mining claims and DJÍ!Ín¡- locations is 
about thir;y square mile-, embraced in wbat 
is called Iowa Hill district. The ground that 
has been washed off covers an area of 358 
acres. 
I ascertained that fact by measure­ 
ments. The depth to which it i washed va­ 
ries. 
In cubic yards, according to my meas­ 
urement, it world be 36,068.000 cubic yards. 
There has been washed into Indian canyon 
since I went there 31 acres. In-dan canyon 
empties into the North Fork l>e!ow Rice’s 
bridge. That 31 acres put into cubic vards

washed in, cf that. 2,420,000 yard ■ frum the 
Independence Hiil rniue. 
Q —What mines discharge into Indian 
creek? 
A.—There are mines a‘ Iowa Hill proper, 
on the Morning Star Hill, Pritchard’s Hill, 
portions of Independe! ce Hill, and port i nis 
of what is kaowu as Wisconsin Hill and Eliz­ 
abethtown. Tha tailings are dumped into 
Indian canyon. That canyon empties into 
the Notth Fork. 
I cannot fay exactly to 
what extent that cmy n has filled up with 
tailings, only what I know since I have been 
there. There is one point there where I am 
confident it h s filled sixty feet since I havo 
been there. There are larger or heavier fill­ 
ings below, hut I do not know exactly what 
the depth of them is. 
Q —What mines discharge into the North 
Fork between Canyun creek aud Stevenson’s 
bridge, from the Iowa Hill uLtri- , since you 
have been there? 
A —The Wolverine, Aurora, Pritchard, 
Independence Hill and Booth at Iowa Hill, 
Booth worked one season, the M Iverina two 
seasons, the Aurora two seasons, the Pritch­ 
ard three seasons, the Union one and the 
Independence Hill claim three seasons.

am speaking of since 1878, To- Wolverine 
and Aurora were formerly worb -d by drift­ 
ing.

The mines that discharge into the North 
Fork 1 estimate use 2.500 ¡oches of water per 
per day for 100 -lays.

Fork. 
Since 1878 it has filled a Warner’s 
bridge thirty feet. At the Bine Wing canyon 
it ho» filled np thirty feet; that is ?. mile be­ 
low Warner’s bridge. I thick it has filled a 
little mere than that, opp. site what is known 
as Hobson’s canyon. Our mine discharges 
into that canyon. 
It has the d f.ct cf 
damming the 
river to a c-rta'n extm t 
aiid causing the taiiings from ab • ve to lodge 
and deposit; it raises the flow of water and 
sets the water back several hundred feet. 
Thera has been one freshet since i have been 
there—that of 1881. 
The material that we 
put in is composed of bowlders, the largest 
fifteen feet in diameter and down to silt. We 
find the bowlders in the top soil ; it is of a 
volcanic character. 
The wash-1 nwlders are 
found in the gravel near the bt d.ock. 
The 
volcanic bowlders are bioken up and mo 
through the flume in as large pieces as will 
go through. From Rice’s bridge to the head 
of Pickering’s Bar the average depth of tail­ 
ings in November was estimated at five yards, 
denosited since I went there.

the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in tw'o daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


QUARANTINE RULE» AND REGULATION». 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grajjevir.es made In this 
Stnte for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new' plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth ; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of thi9 rule. 
The reas n of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment w ithin this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at Ine option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyie by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the pheuyle ; immeree 
cuttings and rooted vines ten n.ii.utta. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
jiarts water and one part carbonate of jjotash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one hour; replace water 
loct by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings an J rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings aud rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide af potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water ; ¡carneree cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make “ livtr of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal- 
Ion w'atcr; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of w’ater to oue part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacies method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local residtnt inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
applioation to be addressed to this cffice, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons fcr the office of Insptctor. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FO R THE FURTHER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 


All persons planting new vineya ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of vine-growere, cer­ 
tificates shall De ir-sued by auy Inspector residing 
near tne vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in dup)ica»e, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity' of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be s vtisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificate* of disinfection shjill likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Insj>ector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office.

W asU I5GT05, December 16th.—Guiteau w as ahead 
of Corkhill this m ornirr, and opened the Court with, 
“ To put in time’* (looking over to vacant seats with 
a chuckle). 
“ I uuderstaud General Reynolds is 
gick this morning. 
I wonder if Corkhill is? It is 
about time for Corkhill to get sick and stay sick.” 
Georsre D. Barnard, Deputy Clerk of the Supreme 
C ourt of Kings county of New York, took the stand 
to prove the divorce of Annie J. Guiteau from the 
prisoner. 
Witness presented the record of the 
Court and the order of the Judge for his (witness 
attendance here. 
Scovfllc objected to the admission of the papers, 
upon the ground th at they were not certified to by 
the Clerk of the Court, as required by Act of Con- 


The Court overruled the objection, and admitted 
the pajiera as originals in the case. The papers set 
forth the granting of an absolute divorce, upon the 
ground of adultery, no answer having been made 
by defendant. 


A HIGH-TONED CHRISTIAN. 
G uiteau, referring to the worn in named with 
whom he had committed adultery, said : “ This 
woman Jennings was a high-toned woman in New 
York. That was purely a m atter of business be­ 
tween us. 
I committed adultery with her to get 
r*d of a woman I did not love. 
I thought it 
showed much more moral courage than to live with 
her and have children year alter year. I been a 
strictly virtuous man Ipr six years past, and have 
always been a high-toned Christian man." 
Scoviile desired to note an exception to the ad­ 
mission of the evidence. 
Guiteau (with impatience)—Oh ! what’s the use of 
q uilbling over that 
I admit my marriage and di­ 
vorce. 
i don’t care for that. 
I can get married 
ag*in anyw'n re outside of New York Slate, and for 
th at m atter in New York, too, under the new law 
there. 
If a man lives a strictly virtuous life for six 
yeara after being divorced the Courts will let him 
marry again. 
Why, I could get m arried in New 
York to-morrow if I wanted to. 
EVIDENCE OF GENERAL REYNOLDS. 
General Reyno’ds was called, when G uiteau at once 
broke in petulantly saying : “ 1 hope you will cut 
off General Reynolds, and not waite any more tim e 
on him. 
He has told all he knew about this case 
and a good deal more. 
Sc >villa cross examined the witness. 
Guiteau frequently interrupted contradicted and 
insulted the witness, and at one tim e shouted out, 
“ ] would have been hung a hundred times since 
July last bu t for the national troops, and all 
through vour lying and Gorahill’s. 
I'm going to get 
even with bo h of you, to i.” 
Witness explained th at when he visited Guiteau 
his tn al had not been arranged. 
President Garfield 
was still living. 
He (witness) had no thought of 
being subpenacd as a witness. 
“ You he," shouted Guiteau. 
“ Y’ou came into 
my cell as a spy in the employ of the District 
Attorney.” 
General Reynolds read from notes he bad taken 
on his first interview with Guiteau, quoting the pris­ 
oner’s word3. 
He read : “ If there is a Btalwart in 
the land, I am he 
Grant, Cpnkling, Logan and 
Governor Cornell are big guns among the stalwarts, 
and I rank with them .” 
Guiteau—I never said I could rank with them, 
bu t as a m atter of fact Ijtbink 1 can. 
A DEAD BEAT. 
A num ber of newspaper slips which witness had 
read to the prisoner at this interview, to show him 
w hat were the seutiraents of Grant, Conkling and 
others in regard to his (the prisoner’s) crime, were 
then r¿ad by the District Attorney. 
When a letter of General Grant was read, in which 
the writer, spepkirg« f Guiteau, said, “ My son telis 
me he is a dead beat,” Guiteau became very angry 
and shouted, “ Th h is what Fred Grant says. 
He’s 
a nice pill, isn’t he?—banging around his father, 
ah »uld say he is a bigger dead beat than I am.” An­ 
other 
was read. »bich spoke of Guiteau’s 
crir e as “ a m is audatiousact.” 
Guiteau .u.crrupted, * And so it was, to enter 
th a t depot and shoot down the President of the 
United states, surrounded as he was fey’ all his 
friends. 
I have wondered at i a good many times 
how I ever did it. 
I thought to myself this m orn­ 
ing that I would not undertike itagai - f r a milli n 
of doll nr-*; bu t I was in such a eesperate state of 
mind that I could not resist it. 
I was impelled 
up n the President by a pressure I could not 
resist.” 
g c it e a d ’s l a n d la d y. 
Ellen C. Grant was called, and Guiteau shouted, 
“ Mrs. Grant is a lady. 
I boarded with her prior to 
the 1st o? July, 
«he is a very fine lady, and I owe 
her §17. 
I trust I shall pay you soon, Mrs. Grant, 
as there fellows bolding fat offices shall respond to 
my call (strikirg the table excitedly), I made them. 
If they don’t soon contribute I sha 1 call out their 
names in meeting.” 
Witness never suspected the prisoner was insane. 


THE PRISONER’S DIVORCED WIFE. 
Mr3. Anna J. Dnnmire (Guiteau’s divorced wife) 
was then called, and several ladies arose to leave the 
Oourt-room. 
Guiteau moved uneasily upon hia seat, and look­ 
ing angrily towards the audience, cried out, " There 
won’t be any sm ut in this examination, ladies. 
Do 
not go out. 
They have no business to put this 
woman on the stand, unless Corkhill wants to stir 
up filth. 
I say it is an outrage on decency for 
Corkhill to draz this lady in here and have her 
character npned up as it will be. 
Corkhill ought 
to be ashamed of hini9elf. 
He is worse than an old 
hag. 
I appeal to the Court t® interrupt this infa­ 
m ous action of Corkhill. 
A rthur ought to kick him 
out. 
I made A rthur President, and 1 have a right 
to demand th at he t-hall put some reputable lawyer 
in the place of this infamous Corkhid.” 
Verv much to the surprise of every one, but two 
o r three questions were asked the witness, and her 
statem ent in reply to the last question was, 
' * 
never saw any signs or insanity in the prisoner 
while I lived with him as his wife.” 
This clofed her examintion by the prosecution. 
Guiteau, with a sigh of relief, said to C orkhill: 
“ Thank you, Mr. Corkhill, for the sake of her 
children. 
This is the m st decent thing you have 
done in this trial. 
I expect, however, Judge Porter 
and Davidge insisted on it, and they are both sup­ 
posed to be decent men." Then turning impatiently 
to «coville, he said : “ Now* cut it short and let’s 
have something else.” 
The cross-examination of Mrs. Dunmire was tedi­ 
ous and wholly fruitless. 
As she left the stand 
G uiteau shouted after her, “ I have not seen this 
lady for ei^ht years. So far as 1 know she is a high 
toned Christian lady, and I have nothing against 
her. I wish her well in w hatever station she may be.” 
A recess was here taken. 
Upon reass-. mbling, some medical testimony was 
taken, when the Court adjourned until Monday.

The forthcoming annual report of the 
Directors was discussed. 
On motion of Director Neff, the follow­ 
ing was adopted after considerable discus­ 
sion : 
Whereas, We believe it is for the best interest of 
this Commonwealth that all convicts should be em­ 
ployed in such a manner as to interfere as little as 
lossible with free laoor ; and, whereas, it is believed 
by this Board that there is no established wool hat 
factory in this State, and th at we believe inasmuch 
as most of the wool raised hi re suitable for the pur­ 
pose of hat makintr has for a m arket to be exp rted 
to the Kasteru penitentiaries, and there m anu­ 
factured into hats which are in great demand in 
this State ; and, whereas, we believe th at such an 
interest would interf re as little as any other with 
free labor, anil th at the wo >1 raisers would be great­ 
ly benefited by any enterprise th at would find a 
home m arket for their produce ; theretore, 
lietolrtd, That a committee of two in connection 
with the Warden he appointed to investigate the 
practicability of such an enterprise, and report to 
this Board at as early a day as possible. 
No committee was appointed, through an 
o v e rs ig h t. 
The circulation of newspapers in the 
prison was temporarily suspended. 
The Board adjourned, to meet at Folsom 
next Monday.
